WARRANT FOR TOWN MEETING 
To Lester L. Norton, a Constable in the Town of Cornish, in the 
County of York and the State of Maine. 
Greetings: 


You are requested to notify and warn the inhabitants of said 
Town of Cornish, qualified by law to vote in town affairs to. 
assemble at Pike Memorial Hall in said Cornish on Monday 
the third day of March, A.D. 1941 at six o’clock in the fore- 
noon, then and there to act upon the following articles, to wit: 
Polls for the election of officers under Chapter 5, Revised 
Statutes will be open 6 A. M. to 10 A. M. 


Article 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said meet- 
ing, 


Art. 2. To choose a town clerk, three selectmen, assessors, 
and overseers of the poor, treasurer, collector, one member of 
the school board for three years, road commissioners, sealet 
of weights and measures, fence viewers, surveyors of wood, 
bark and lumber, constables, and fire ward. 


Art. 3. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for support of high school janitor, fuel 
and teaching. | 

For common schools 

For industrial education 

For text books and supplies 

For repair of school buildings 
For support of poor 

For repair of roads and bridges 
For opening roads in winter 
For medical bills 

For contingent expenses 

For town officers bills 

For collection and abatement of taxes. 
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Art. 4. To see if the town will vote to authorize the select- 
men and treasurer to make temporary loans in anticipation of 
taxes for the purpose of paying obligations of the town; such 
loan or loans to be paid during the current municipal year out 
of money raised during said current municipal year by taxes. 


Art. 5. ‘To see what sum of money the town will raise and 
appropriate for interest payments on temporary loans. 


Art. 6. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate two hundred and fifty dollars ($250) to pay the Cornish 
and Kezar Falls Light and Power Co. for street lights. 


Art. 7. To see what sum of money the town will raise and 
appropriate to procure from Cornish Library Association, the 
free use of its books for all the inhabitants of said town, agree- 
able to the laws of Maine. 


Art. 8. To see what sum of money the town will raise and 
appropriate for Memorial Day, and how the same shall be ex- 
pended. 


Art. 9. To see what per cent the town will pay the Tax 
Collector for the collection of taxes. 


Art. 10. To see what sum of money the town will raise 
and appropriate for a public health nurse. 


Art. 11. To see if the town wishes to continue the distribu- 
tion of Surplus Commodity Supplies. 


Art. 12. To see if the town will vote to authorize Sunday 
sports. 


Art. 13. To see if the town will vote to authorize motion 
pictures on Sunday. 


Art. 14. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for maintenance of Cornish Fire Dept. 


Art. 15. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of seven hundred dollars, ($700) to pay the Cornish 
Water Company for rental of hydrants. 
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Art. 16. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
two hundred and ‘fifty dollars ($250) to complete C. H. S. 
gymnasium. 

Art. 17. To gee if the town will raise and appropriate 
money, to pay part or the whole of the Laura Bradeen Note, 
account of Cornish High School gymnasium. 

Art. 18. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
money, to pay part or the whole of the Casco Bank and Trust 
Company note, account new school room. 

Art. 19. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of fifteen hundred and six dollars and thirty cents, 
($1,506.30), for maintenance of State, State Aid, and third 
class roads. 

Art. 20. To see if the town will authorize the Treasurer to 
deduct an amount not exceeding 33 1-3% of the amount of 
each order drawn by said town in favor of each resident and 
non-resident tax payer of said town and apply the same to 
the payment of tax both current and past, except taxes on 
real estate for prior years due said town from said taxpayer 
until said tax is fully paid. 

Art. 21. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $150.00 to be expended to induce business 
firms to locate in the town of Cornish. And authorize the 
Moderator to appoint a committee of three to carry out the 
provisions of the article. 

Art. 22. To see if the town will vote to amend the vote of 
the town taken under Article 18 in the Town Warrant for the 
annual meeting held in.March, 1939, whereby the Secret Ballot 
was adopted, to read as follows: 

To elect by Secret Ballot all town officers required by law 
to be so elected and in addition the Tax Collector, one Road 
Commissioner from the North end of the town, and one Road 
Commissioner from the South end of the Town. 

Art. 23. To see what sum of money the town will raise 
and appropriate for State Aid road construction in addition 
to the amount regularly raised for the care of ways, highways 
and bridges, under the provisions of Section 19, Chapter 28. 
Revised Statutes of 1930, or under the provisions of Section 
3, Chapter 229. Public Laws of 1937. 

Recommended $533 
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Art. 24. To see if the town will vote to expend the sum 
raised and appropriated in the preceeding article for State Aid 
Construction upon the highway known as the Bert Day Road 
and leading from Trail 5 to the Parsonshield Town Line, by 
the Curtis Page place, so called, and the Old Schoolhouse. 


Art. 25. To see if the Inhabitants of the Town will vote to 
set; and set an hour for the opening of the polls at its annual 
meeting. , 

Art. 26. To see if the town will vote to authorize the se- 
lectmen to sell any or all tax deeds or liens held by the town 
which in their judgment is for the best interest of the town, 
and to execute quit claim deeds for such property. 


Art. 27. To see if the town will vote to discontinue from 
winter breaking the following roads: . 

Back side of Towles Hill from Morrills driveway to foot of 
hill. 

From residence of Frank H. Smith to Preston Warren place. 

From Mitchell place to Tufts place so called now owned by 
F. P. Chick Estate. 

The Either Cole Road so called. 


Art. 28. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue the 
road from Frank Clark House to Junction of road now used. 


Art. 29. To raise and appropriate money to build the bridge 
over Browns Brook on the road leading to Sim, Folsoms Place. 


Recommended $100 

Art. 30. To raise and appropriate money for cutting bush- 
es on Town Roads. 

Art. 31 To see ifthe Town will vote to discontinue that 
part of the road from the southerly line of land occupied by 
Raymond Day to where it connects with Thompson Street. 

Art. 32. To see ifthe Town will vote to authorize the 
Cornish Fire Dept. to supervise, by a majority vote of its 
members, the spending of money raised under article 14.

CORNISH 


To the Citizens of the Town of Cornish, I hereby submit my 
annual report as public health nurse for the year 1940. 


In March the Farm Bureau chairman, Mrs. Myrtella Taylor, 
was contacted and posters and pamphlets given her for distri- 
bution throughout the town for the tuberculosis Early Diagnos- 
is Campaign conducted during the month of April. Tubercul- 
osis editorial and slogan material was given’ Principal Ayer for 
use in the contest amongst High School pupils. The ‘slogan, 
chosen by the Maine Public Health Association as the prize 
winner, was “Strike out T. B. Before the Fatal Inning!” Miss 
Vesta Smith of Sangerville was the author. 

Two deaths by tuberculosis were reported in the town during 
the year, and investigations were made regarding any possible 
contact cases in those homes. 

Home visits were made, following the health inspections and 
during-the summer months; to school children found with de- 
fects and to. urge that necessary corrections be made. Arrange- 
ments were made with the Buxton-Hollis Hospital . foxy ione | - 
school child to have a needed tonsil and adenoid operation. 

Two health inspections were made at the school during the 
year. At the last inspection made in the month of December 
it was particularly noted that many more children had defec- 
tive and unclean teeth than in previous inspections. *The health 
report for 1939 showed 16 pupils in need of denial corrections 
as compared to 43 in 1940.

These awards are promoted 
and encouraged by the Nurse in her work with the schools, 
and children unable to help themselves are assisted in securing 
corrections.

To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
Cornish: . 

The following report shows the financial condition of the 
schools in town. | 

There was no change made in the teaching force at the be- 
ginning of the new school year except in the Home Economics 
Department. At the last moment Miss Beal resigned to accept 
a position with a much larger salary. Miss Charlotte Oerter 
was elected to fill the vacancy. Miss Oerter is a teacher with 
experience and ability and is carrying forward the work of the 
department in an efficient manner. 

The school officials and citizens were shocked and pained 
at the death of William H. Clifford which occurred soon after 
the beginning of school. Mr. Clifford had taught many years 
in town and in his passing, the teaching force suffered a dis- 
tinct loss. 

The school officials were fortunate in securing the services 
of Mrs. Raymond Benson to take the position: vacated by Mr. 
Clifford. Mrs. Benson is an efficient teacher, is well liked, and 
is doing exceptionally good. work. 

I have no hesitancy in saying, that in both, the grades and 
in the high school, all teachers are doing excellent work.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH 
NURSING, 1941 


During the year visits have been made by the State Bu- 
reau of Health Nursing Service to prospective mothers to 
help them carry out their physicians’ orders, or if not under 
medical care, to urge them to secure it as soon as possible. 
Visits were made to mothers within a few weeks after de- 
livery to assist them to adjust their daily routine to the care 
of a small infant. 


Visits were made to infants under one year of age to urge 
the mother to keep them under medical supervision, to urge 
immunization and stress the importance of prevention of 
communicable diseases, and when necessary, to help the 
mother in planning a daily regime for the baby. 


Visits were made to preschool children to urge correction 
of any physical defects, immunization and vaccination if not 
already done, and to help the mother provide a happy, serene 
environment for the child. 


A child health conference was held in August with thir- 
teen children examined by the physician. Follow-up visits 
have been made to help the mother arrange for correction of 
any defects found.

REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


To the citizens of the Town of Cornish, I hereby submit 
my annual report as public health nurse for the year begin- 
ning January 1, 1941 and ending December 31, 1941. 


Through the cooperation of the Farm Bureau, posters and 
pamphlets on tuberculosis were distributed throughout the 
town as a part of the Early Diagnosis Campaign held each 
year during the month of April. A slogan contest was held 
in high schools throughout the State, and the third prize was 
won by a York County girl, Miss Kathleen Willette of Traip 
Academy, Kittery. The prize winning slogan chosen by the 
Maine Public Health Association was “Check Up on T. B. 
Before It Checks in on You.” 


During the summer months and following the health in- 
spections in the school many home visits were made. Some 
were made on problem children and others on children found 
with defects at the time of inspection. Efforts were made to 
aid in securing corrections needed. Arrangements were 
made for one child to have a tonsil and adenoid operation at 
the Buxton-Hollis Hospital, and assistance was given another 
to obtain needed glasses. 


Two health inspections were completed at the school dur- 
ing the year. The following is a report of the inspections as 
completed for 1941.
